His notebook shows that 
many a time he has watched Nutcrack- 
ers, Boobyhatches, Double-Breasted Seer- 
suckers, Crested Chickadees, Tested 
Recipes, Rusted Filigrees and 
feathered friends. ¥ 
He’s right at home with all this sort 
of thing. His vocabulary is geared for 
it; it’s for the birds.

What's in a Name? 


‘Over the years I have worked out my 
own ornithological terms, of course, be- 
cause birds are something you can't 
But my 
system of nomenclature hasn’t yet been 
recognized by any of the bird watchers’ 
organizations and there seems to be no 
move on foot to do so, 

Originally, my system ‘divided birds 
into two broad classifications; Big Ones 
and Little Ones. This proved inadequate 
as time went on, however, and it was 
necessary to introduce sub-classifications 
based on color. 


Thus you would have Big Black Ones, 


Little Yellow Ones, and so forth. But 
even with this detail there were short- 
comings. 

‘Much as I hated to complicate the 
situation, I. was forced to adopt even 
further subdivisions, so that you would 
hear references to Big Black Ones with 
Grey Necks, Little Yellow Ones with 
Black Wings, Big Grey Ones with Red 
Beaks and so on. 

This ‘ultimate division seemed to 
answer all requirements and I have used 
it. for—years -with_apparent-success.—_I 
say apparent because while in my own

There is no question that many nervous 
people;.or tense people, get some fever when 
they are anxious, I remember a very tense 
and anxious. woman who used to get a fever 
of 102.5 degrees whenever she came into my 
office, After chatting with me a while, and 
calming down, she would 
lose her “fever.” I remem- 
ber a study made in the 
army years ago, in which 
it was found that soldiers, 
when playing cards, could 
get a fever due to their 
excitement, Their tem- 
perature would go up 1.5 
degrees F. A professor of 
physiology found that 
when his daughters went 
out to a movie in the 
evening, he could always tell, when they 
camé back, whether the movie was exciting 
or not, If it was. exciting, they had a slight 
fever, 

Recently, Drs. K. L. White and W.N. 
Long, Jr., of the North Carolina Memorial 
Hospital reported cases in which many 
patients had what looked like a fever, but 
when studied, it appeared to be due only 
to nervous tension, I remember a woman 
who ran a temperature of 101.5 degrees or 
so for over a_year after she contracted an 
unhappy ant unfortunate marriage. An- 
other ran. a fever for four years after she 
married unhappily. She lost this fever the 
day she decided to divorce her husband.

I can remember very anxious patients 
who greatly feared an operation and who 
developed a fever of 102 degrees or so every 
time they were taken up to the operating 
room, A while ago I commented in this 
column on some patients I had seen whose 
fever-.sometimes up to 104 degrees.was 
due purely to a violent tantrum, due to a 
slight tendency to epilepsy.

‘K While ago Dr--L. J. Goldwater told the 
members of the Vermont Heart Association 
that the old advice to heart patients to “take 
it easy” often will do them more harm than 
good. At Bellevue Hospital, in New York, 
“cardiac” patients were studied for 
several years to see how they got along. 
Three out of four of* those who went back 
to work full-time were none thé worse for it, 
and another 12 per cent were better. Evi- 
dently, then, work does not always have to 
be avoided by persons with heart disease. 

* *-° 2°: 

In a study of 2,081 patients with all 
degrees of heart disease, 47 per cent of the 
men and 84 per cent of the women were 
found to be working. "The type of this work 
ranged from professional employment to un- 
skilled labor. Among the women, 78 per 
cent were doing housework—and rather 
heavy—housework—at—that._Many of these 
persons had gone back to work after a 
severe attack of serious heart disease, The 
persons least likely to get back to work after 
a heart attack were those past age 55. But 
it must be remembered that, in the case of 
any man who falls il] after.55, a return to 
work is difficult 

Much depends:on a man's will to work, 
his courage, his lack of fear, his education, 
and his possession of some special skill 
It is very bad for a man 
to be worrying about an old Jawsuit for com- 
pensation which keeps hanging about the 
courts for months or years. A compensation 
neurosis is then easy to get, and it can fill a 
man so full of anxiety and perhaps distrust 
of his fellowmen, plus anger and hatred for 
men who he feels have treated him unfairly, 
that he can’t possibly recover. Hence it is 
that I usually beg my patients not to sue 
for compensation. I believe it is immensely 
better for a man quickly to get well and go 
back happily to his job, than it is for him 
to win a few thousand dollars, and then re- 
main for life a bitter and very unhappy in- 
valid.
